Regulations relative to the commutation to be paid by freight 
boats upon passengers, in lieu of the established rates of 
toll. 

%9t a meeting of the Commisssioners of the Canal Fund, at the ca- 
nal room in the Comptroller's office^ on the \bth day of Marchy 
1833, the following regulations^ in relation to the commutation for 
tolls on passengers^ were adopted, viz : 

Application having been made to this Board for the exercise of 
the power given to it by sections 148 and 149 of the canal law, and 
it appearing satisfactorily to the Board that the making of the 
statements of passengers as required by the 139Ui section of the 
law, and by the present canal regulations, is difficult and burden- 
some to the forwarders upon the canals, and believing that a sys- 
tem may be adopted by which the making of those statements 
may be dispensed with, without injury to the canal revenues : 

Resolved, That the following regulations be and they are here* 
by adopted for the purpose of enabling the freight boats upon 
any of the canals of the State, whose masters or owners shall elect 
so to do, to commute for the tolls payable upon passengers, ac- 
cording to the established rates of toll, by paying an additional 
toll upon the boat 

•Vo. 1. — Every master or owner of a boat navigating any of the 
canals of the State, who shall desire to commute for the tolls pay^ 
able upon passengers transported on his boat, by papng an addi" 
tional toil upon the boat, shall on or before the first day of May 
next, deliver to some collector of tolls upon the canals, an ele^ 
lion or agreement in writing, in substance as follows : 

^^ I, A. B. [master or owner, as the case may be,] of the canal 
boat registered by the name of of , intended 

to navigate the canals of tlie State, and to transport persons and 
property, do hereby elect to commute for the tolls payable upon 
passeogers, according to the established rates of toU, and to dis* 
charge the said boat from the liability to make statements of pas- 
sengers transported thereon, by paying an additional toll upon the 
said boat, in lieu of the said tolls chargeable upon passengers ; and 
I do hereby consent and agree that an additional toll of one cent 
and three mills per mile siudl be charged upon the said boat, for 
every mile she shall run upon any of the canals of the State, du- 
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ring the present season, in lieu of and in commutation for the t 
payable upon passengers to be carried upon the said boat, aiM 
discharge of the liability to make statements of those passeng 
according to the 139th section of the canal law; thus makiDg 
whole toll chargeable upon the said boat three cents and tb 
mills per mile, for every mile she shall navigate any of the cai 
of the State.

ment of the Canals. 
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^ Jlt a meeting of the Board of Canal Commissioners, in the city of 
^ Albany, on the Ibth day of March, 1833, the following Rules and 
* Regulations, in addition to those provided by law, relating to the 
' Erie, Champlain, Oswego, and Cayuga and Seneca Canals^ and 

Lateral Canal, and the navigable Feeders connected with either 9f 

said canals, were adopted, to wit: 

1 . Every boat passing on either of the above canals, is required, 
at all times during the night, to carry a conspicuous light on the 
bow of the boat ; and every raft navigating either of the above 
canals at night, shall carry a light on the forward end of the same ; 
And every infraction of this regulation, shall subject the masted, 
owner, or navigator of any boat or raft, to the penalty of teti 
dollars. 
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^ 2. No float shall unnecessarily stop, lie by, or be moored within 

* twenty rods of any lock, except in a basin : And every master, 

' owner, or navigator of any float, who shall violate this regulation, 

^ shall be subjected to the penalty of ten dollars. 

I 3. Any unreasonable or unnecessary delay of a float in a iock| 

: or in entering or leaving a lock, shall subject the person or per- 

i sons having charge of such float, to the penalty of five dollars ; 

and every float which shall not be towed into a lock and out of it, 

when other floats are in waiting to pass said lock, shall be consid-^ 

ered as having violated this regulation. 

4. Every float which shall arrive al any lock, and which shall 
not improve the first opportunity of passing the same, shall lose 
its preference. 

5. Square-headed or sharpcornered scows or floats, shall have 
a semi-circular platform firmly fastened upon the bow thereof, so 
as to defend and protect other floats from a contact with either of 
the corners thereof: And every person having charge of a square- 
headed or sharp-cornered boat or scow, which shall navigate the 
canals without such platform, shall be liable to a penalty of five 
dollars. 

6. No carcass, or dead animal, or putrid substance of any kind, 
shall be thrown into the canal, or into any basin or feeder connect-

ed therewith : And a breach of this regulation shall subject the 
offender to a fine of five dollars. 

2. In case of a breach or other obstruction on either of the ca- 
nals, the superintendent shall direct the floats which may be col- 
lected near such breach or other obstruction, to lie in such places, 
and to be moved backward or forward on the canal, as he shall 
think most advisable and proper: And a refusal to comply 
promptly with his directions in this respect, shall subject the own- 
er, master, or person having charge of said float, to a penalty of 
ten dollars. 

8. The master or person having charge of any float, w^o shall 
refuse to take the oath required by any collector, shall be subject 
to a penalty of twenty dollars. 

9. Any person having charge of any float, who. shall refuse to 
take his float into a weigh-lock, when required by a collector or 
weigh-master, shall be subject to the penalty of twenty-five dol- 
lars. 

10. No raft or tow of timber passing on either of the .aboye ca- 
nals or feeders, shall consist of more than eight cribs, and no raft 
or tow of timber shall approach or be moored nearer than forty 
rods to any other tow or raft of timber which shall be owned, or 
be in charge of the same person or persons*: And the first, or every 
leading crib in a tow or raft of timber, shall have the outer edge 
of the forward end of every outside stick of timber rounded : And 
every violation of this regulation shall subject the owner, or per- 
son or persons having said tows or rafts in charge, to a penalty of 
ten dollars. 

1 1. Every boat passing on either of the above canals, shall have 
its rudder so constructed or secured, as not to catch or cut the 
tow-rope of a passing boat : And every violation of this regula- 
tion, shall subject the master or owner to a penalty of five dol- 
lars. 

12. The clearance or permit of every float shall be exhibited 
to the first lock-tender after such float shall have left a collector's 
office, except when departing from the collector's office at the city 
of Albany, in which case the clearance or permit shall be exhibit- 
ed to the second lock-tender ; and the clearance or permit of 
every boat passing into the Albany basin, shall be exhibited to the 
tender of the lock wbich connects the canal with that basin, and 
shall exhibit the mark of approbation of the weigh-master at Alba- 
ny : And in default of a compliance with this regulation, the lock- 
tender to whom the clearance or permit is required to be exhibit- 
ed, shall not permit the boat to pass. 
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9^ 13. No person or persons, except the lock-tender, or the hand9 

in his employ, shall be permitted to open either of the large gates 

. . of a lock, or the paddle gates, without the permiission of the Tock- 

_ J tender, or one of the hands in his employ : And every person vio- 

, lating this regulation, shall be liable to a fine of five dollars. 

N 14. Every boat navigating the canals, shall, in passing a lock, 
o fasten the bow and stern line to the strap post on the bank of the 
w lock, until the lock is either filled or emptied, as the case may be: 
ui And the master or owner of every boat which shall violate this 
regulation, shall be liable to a fine of five dollars. 

■i 15. The horse or horses of every float navigating the canals, 

li shall not pass over a towing-path bridge faster than on a walk, 
nor pass into or out of any boat or float over or upon the walls or 
sides of any lock on either of the canals of this State : And the 

' master or owner of every float which shall violate this regulation, 

^ shall be liable to a fine of three dollars. 

16. Whenever any float passing on either of the above canals 
shall approach, within the distance of fifty feet, any other float 
which shall at the time be moving in the same direction, and at a 
less speed than at the rate of four miles per hour, it shall be the 
duty of the forward float to turn from the towing path and give 
to the rear float every practicable facility for passing ; and to stop 
whenever it shall become nec.es^ary until the rear float shall have 
passed : And every violation of this regulation, shall subject the 
owner, master or navigator, to a penalty of five dollars. 

17. No raft or tow of timber shall be moored nearer than forty 
rods to any other raft or tow of timber which shall be first moor- 
ed : And every violation of this regulation shall subject the own- 
er, or person or persons having charge of said raft or tow, to a 
penalty of ten dollars. 

18. No person or persons shall, during the period when the 
above canals or feeders are not navigable, place on the towing- 
path, or in the canal, or on the ice in the canal, logs, timber, or 
other materials, without the permission of a Canal Commissioner 
or a Superintendent : And every violation of this regulation, shall 
subject such person or persons to a penalty of ten dollars. 

19. No person or persons shall, without the permission in writ- 
ing of a superintendent, moor a float on either of the above canals 
for a longer period than six days at any one time, unless in a ba- 
sin or where the canal is of sufficient width to pass three boats 
abreast : And every person or persons who shall violate this re- 
gulation, shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 
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shut the upper gates of the same, and then to open the paddle 
gates in the lower main gates, in order to empty the lock, unless 
when in passing the float out of said lock, another float shall be 
approaching on the same level and in sight : And provided fur- 
ther, that whenever a Commissioner or superintendent shall so 
direct, it shall be the duty of the person or persons who have 
charge of any float passing the locks on either of said canals, to 
leave one or both of the paddle gates of the upper main gates 
open, if the lock shall be empty ; and if the lock shall be full, 
then one or both of the paddle gates in the main lower gates shall 
be left open, in order to pass water from the upper to the lower 
level. 

25. No float shall pass either of the locks upon the Chemung 
canal, between the village of Havanna and the northeasterly end 
of the summit level, nor of the Crooked lake canal above the vil- 
lage of Dresden, after dark, or before day-light, without the 
written permission of a Commissioner, superintendent or lock- 
tender. 

26. No person or persons, except a lock-tender, or the hands 
in his employ, or a person actually engaged in navigating on one 
of the above canals, shall be permitted to open either of the large 
gates of a lock, or either of the paddle gates, without the permis- 
sion of a lock-tender, or one of the hands in his employ. 

27. Every breach of either the twenty-second^ twenty-third, 
twenty-fourth, twenty-fifth or twenty-sixth of these rules and re- 
gulations, shall suhject the offender to a forfeiture of twenty-five 
dollars.

Regulations relative to the Weighing and Inspecting 

of Boats and their Cargoes^ &c. 



^t a meeting of the Canal Boards at the Cartal room in the Comp'^ 
trailer^ s Office^ on the \bth day of March, 1833, the following 
Rules and Regulations in relation to the Weighing and Inspect^ 
ing of canal boats and their cargoes ^ and other floats^ and to the 
making of statements of passengers transported and the payment 
of tolls thereon^ were adopted, in lieu of all former regulations 
established by the Board. 
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Resolved, That the following regulations in regard to the weigh- 
ing and inspecting of boats and their lading, be^ and they are here- 
by established : 

- 1 

1. No boat shall be cleared from a place where there is a weigh- 
iock, without having the weight or quantity of its cargo ascertmn^^ 
ed, either by weighing, measuring or counting ; and every boat 
which shall be cleared from a collector's office where there is no 
weigh-lock, and whose cargo has not been ascertained by the col- 
lector, shall be stopped and weighed at the first weigh-Iock at 
which it arrives after its clearance^ 

2. Owners, masters, or navigators of boats or rafts passing on 
the canal, are required to stop with their boats or rafts, at eveiY 
collector's, inspector's, and weigh-meister's office, and exhibit 
their clearance or bill of lading ; and on arriving at the place of 
destination, to report such arrival to the collector, inspector and 
weigh master, (should such place contain said officers or either of 
them,) before any part of the cargo is unloaded ; and no boat or 
raft shall depart from any place where a collector's office is situ- 
ated, without obtaining a clearance ; and for every violation of 
this regulation, the owner, master or navigator of such boat or 
raft, shall be liable to a fine of twenty-five dollars. 

3. In all cases where any collector or inspector shall ascertain 
the true weight or quantity of a boat^s cargo, he shall certify the 
same on its clearance ; and in all cases where he shall not ascer- 
tain the weight or quantity, he shall endorse on the clearance an 
order for the boat to stop at the first weigh-lock at which it ar- 
rives, and be weighed ; but the endorsement of a collector or in- 
spector that the cargo is correct, shall not be an authority for a 
boat to pass any weigh-lock or collector's office, without under- 
going an inspection by weighing, measuring or counting ; provi- 

3 
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ded such inspection shall be considered proper, by any collector, 
weigh-master or inspector. 

4. Boats having been weighed at Albany or West-Troy, shall 
again be weighed at Utica, Syracuse and Rochester, if it can be 
done without unreasonable detention, or unless the collectors at 
those places shall be well satisfied, either by adnninistering an 
oath or by inspection, that the cargo is correctly stated in the bill 
of lading. 

5. Boats arriving at Albany or West-Troy, with cargoes, shall 
undergo the same examination as those passing the western weigh- 
locks. 

6. Each collector and weigh-master shall make a monthly re- 
turn to the Comptroller, specifying the name and master of each 
boat, the cargo of which be has discovered to have been cleared 
for less than it actually contains, under circumstances giving rise 
to any suspicion that a fraud upon the revenue was intended ; and 
the Comptroller is requested in case any boat shall be returned to 
bint ;is having repeatedly cleared for a less amount of cargo than 
it has been found to contain, to give directions that such boat be 
rigidly inspected at each collector's office and weigh lock, and 
that the master thereof be required, when he clears tne said boat, 
in all instances, to verify the correctness of the bill of lading ; and 
in case the Comptroller has reason to believe, or it is represented 
to him by any officer or agent on the canals, that a false oath has 
been taken, he shall take the necessary steps to have the person 
taking it, proceeded' against for perjury. 

7. The collector of canal tolls at Waterford, West-Troy and 
Albany, in every instance, where a boat loaded with sawed lum- 
ber or cord wood shall pass into the Hudson river, or where the 
cargo is unloaded at either of said offices, which has not been 
measured or counted by either of them, shall require the master 
or owner of such boat, on its return to or departure from either 
of the said offices, to produce a certificate from an inspector, stating 
the count or measurement of the said cargo ; and every inspector 
may give such certificate upon his own personal inspection, count 
and measurement, or upon the certificate of a regularly eommis- 
sioned inspector of lumber or measurer of wood, or on the state- 
ment of such owner or consignee as is willing to give access to his 
books, and in whose certificate the inspector has full confidence ; 
and in every instance where, in the opinion of the collector, this 
certificate cannot be furnished, he shall administer an oath to the 
master or owner of the boat, in relation to the correctness of 
his clearance. 

8. Every collector of canal tolls is required to give a separate 
clearance upon and for every raft or tow of timber clearing from 
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his office upon the canal ; and no clearance shall be given for any 
rafl or tow, until the quantity of timber therein shall be ascertain- 
ed by actual measurement or count. 

9. K there shall be no collector's office at the place where toy 
timber, sawed lumber,, logs, or other articles, shall be railed, nor 
at the place of the delivery of said timber, sawed lumber, logs, or 
other articles, nor at any intermediate place, the master of the 
rafl or rafts shall, within ten days after the delivery of said timber, 
lumber, logs, or other articles, exhibit a true bill of the quantity 
which said rafl or rafts shall contain, to the collector whose of- 
fice shall be nearest to the place of such delivery, and shall pay 
such c<dlector the tolls due on said rafl or rafts ; and every mas- 
ter, owner, or other person having charge of said raft or rafts, who 
shaJl omit to exhibit such bill, and to pay such tolls, within the 
period limited, shall, for every such offence, forfeit the sum of 
twenty-five dollars. 

10. Whenever the Comptroller shall provide the necessary and 
proper blank clearances, and shall so direct the several collectors, 
they shall, before giving an original clearance upon any cargo, re- 
quire the^ master or owner of the boat containing such cargo, to 
exhibit to the collector a list of all the packages, together with a 
summary of the contents of each, upon which the clearance is to 
be given, showing the names and places of residence of the own- 
ers or consignees, and the place or places of destination of such 
cai^o. 

11. Where any boat, scow, or other craft navigating either pf 
the canals of this State, shall be laden with articles paying differ- 
ent rates of tolls, or with articles, some of which shall be charge- 
able with tolls by weight, and others by measure or count, it shall 
be the duty of the master or owner so to arrange the said lading 
that the sevei'al collectors, inspectors and weigo-masters on the 
canals, can conveniently examine and inspect the same: And if 
not so arranged, the master or owner shall, at his own expense, 
on the request of any collector, inspector or weigh-master, unlade 
in whole or in part the said cargo, so as to furnish all the necessary 
information for the purpose of imposing tolls, or detecting and pre- 
venting frauds. And in case of the neglect or refusal of any mas- 
ter or owner to comply with this regulation, the whole cargo of 
such boat, scow or other craft, shall be charged with tolls at the 
rate of those articles on board paying the highest rates of tolls. 

18. Every boat arriving at Schenectady from Albany or West- 
Troy, shall be inspected by the collector or inspector at the former 
place ; or the collector shall, at his discretion, put the master of 
the boat upon his oath as to the correctness of his bill of lading and 
clearance^ as compared with his cargo : And in case he shall put 
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the taid master upon bis oath, he shall put to him the following 
questions : 

** Do the bill of lading and clearance now delivered by you con- 
tain the true account and whole weight of all the property now 
on4||H>ard of your boat, and the true distance each parcel thereof 
has been or is to be carried under this clearance ?" 

"Is the property composing your present cargo, of the kinds 
and descriptions stated in the bill of lading ^nd clearance now de- 
livered ?" 

" Has the full toll, according to the established rates, been paid 
on all the property conveyed on your boat, and composing all the 
cargo for her present trip to this place ?" 

Together with such other questions as the said collector may 
suppose it necessary to put, to ascertain the full state of facts in 
remtion to every such boat and cargo. 

13. Every other collector upon any of the canals, shall put the 
master of every boat or raft upon his oath, when he shall consider 
it proper to do so, or when he shall be directed to do so by the 
Comptroller ; and in every such case, the above questions shall be 
put to the said master, together with all such other questions as 
any such collector shall consider it necessary to put, to ascertain 
the whole truth in relation to any such boat and cargo, or raft. 

14. The master or owner of every boat navigating any of the 
capals of the State, and carrying freight, shall, on or before the 
first day of July next, procure to be ascertained, by actual weight 
at some one of the weigh-locks upon the canals, the true light 
weight of his boat ; and the weigh-master weighing every such 
boat, shall give to ihe master or owner presenting the boat at the 
weigh-Iock, a certificate, stating the true li^ht weight of such boat 
as ascertained by his weigh-lock, and stating in every such certi- 
ficate, the accurate measure of the water in the boat when so 
weighed. ^ 

15. Every weigh-master shall also keep in his office an alpha- 
betical register, in which he shall enter the name of every boat so 
weighed at his weigh-lock, the date when weighed, the light 
weight of the boat, and the measure of the water in the boat at 
the time of such weighing, 

' 16. Every boat, before being weighed for the purpose of ascer- 
tainhig the light weight, shall be as nearly cleared of the water on 
board as is practicable with ordinary care and pains ; and every 
weigh-master and his assistants, shall use all possible vigilance to 
see that this is done before the boat is weighed. 

17. No greater deduction shall be made from the weight of any 
boat and cargo, on account of water in the boat, by any weigh- 
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master weighing a loaded boat, than the amount of the water cre- 
dited and registered to said boat when last weighed light. 

18. Every master or owner of any boat navigating any of the 
canals of the State, who shall omit to cause the light wekbt of 
his hoat to be ascertained in the manner before prescribed, and 
within the time before limited, shall, for every boat owned or na- 
vigated by him, and the light weight of which shall not be so as- 
certained within the time aforesaid, forfeit and pay a penalty of 
twenty-five dollars. 

19. Every person secreting water in any boat, or using means 
to prevent the fair discharge of the water from any boat, about to 
be weighed light ; or depositing or secreting any other article in 
any boat about to be weighed light, the e0ect of which would be 
to make the apparent light weight of any such boat greater than 
the real light weight of the same ; and every person who shall be 
aiding, assisting or consenting to any such frauds, or who shall 
present any boat at a weigh-lock to be weighed light, under any of 
the frauds or disguises above referred to, shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offence, a penalty of twenty-five dollars. 

20. Every weigh-niaster, or in his absence, his assistant, when- 
ever he may believe it necessary to do so, is hereby authorised and 
directed to order any empty boat passing his weigh-lock, or laying 
within a convenient distance from the same, to go into the Iock 
and be weighed ; and every master or owner of any boat, or any 
other person having charge of the same, who shall refuse or neg- 
lect to obey such order, shall, for every such offence, forfeit and 
pay a penalty of ten dollars. 

21. The master or owner of every new boat navigating any of 
the canals of the State, and carrying freight, which shall take its 
first clearance on the canal on or after the first day of July in each 
year, shall, within thirty days from the time of obtaining such 
clearance, cause the true light weight of his boat to be ascertained 
in the manner prescribed in the fourteenth regulation : and all the 
other regulations concerning the weighing of boats shall be appli- 
cable to such new boat, and to the master, owner, and other per- 
;3ons connected therewith. 

22. Each of the collectors of toll upon the canal at Albany, 
. West-Troy, Utica, Rochester and Baffalo, shall, whenever he 

shall think such a step required, either for the purpose of putting 
at rest mischievous rumors as to the fairness and honesty of any 
line of boats transporting property upon the canal or for the pur- 
pose of detecting mistakes, errors, or frauds in the shipments of 
property upon the canals, call upon the persons employed in the 
forwarding business, at their respective stores or warehouses, and 
request of the person or persons having the care or charge of any 
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Buch store or warehouse, the liberty of examiniDg the books and 
accounts kept at such store or warehouse, of the property ship- 

f)ed therefrom upon any of the canals of the State ; and also the 
iberty, if after an examination of the said books and accounts, the 
said collector shall think the same necessary, of examining upon 
oath the person or persons having the charge and care of the said 
store or warehouse, and of the said books, and being the keepers 
of the same ; and also the person or perspns employed by the said 
bouse or company in the loading and unloading of canal boats, and 
taking the accounts of property received or shipped by, for, or on 
account of the said house or company, in relation to any such pro- 
perty, the shipment or receipt of the same, the books and accounts 
thereof as kept by the said house or company, and in relation to 
any bills of lading issue^ by them, and presented to any collector 
upon the canals, for the purpose of obtaining a clearance there- 
upon.. 

23. If any such person or persons, their agents, clerks or ser- 
vants, shall, upon the request of any collector, refuse to permit 
their books to be examined, or shall refuse to permit himself or 
themselves, their agents, clerks and servants, to be examined up- 
on oath, toucl)ing tne matters mentioned in the last preceding re- 
gulation, the collector making such request, shall, as soon as may 
be, communicate to the Comptroller the fact of his having made 
such request, the cause of his making the same, and the fact of 
such refusal, with the reasons given therefor, if any. 

24. Every other collector, upon any canals of the State, may 
make such requests and examinations in relation to any forwaid- 
ing houses situate at the place where their lespective offices are 
located, at any time they shall think the same proper; and in case 
of refusal they shall make the same communication to the Comp- 
troller. 

26. The master or owner of every boat intended to navigate any 
of the canals of the Stale night and day, or which belongs to any 
regular line of packet or freight boats who shall not have elected to 
commute for the tolls upon passengers to be transported upon such 
boat, according to the regulations established for that purpose by 
the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, shall, to entitle such boat to 
make monthly statements of passengers, pursuant to section 139, 
of the canal law, deliver to some collector, on or before the first 
day of May in each year, a certificate in writing, signed by the 
said master or owner, which certificate shall state that the said 
boat is to navigate the canals night and day, or that it belongs to 
some regular line of packet or freight boats, as the case may be, 
naming the line to which the said boat belongs ; and shall further 
state 9ie name of the collector's office at which such boat will 
make its statements of passengers and pay the tolls thereon for 
the. season; and every such hosLt sh^ii make its monthly state- 
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ments of passengers and pay the tolls thereon, at the collector's 
office named in the sai4 certificate, and to no other, unless as her^ 
after provided. 

26. All boats filing such certificates, shall elect to make their 
statements of passengers and the payment of tolls thereupon, either 
to the collector of canal tolls at Albany, West- Troy, Schenectady, 
Vtica, Syracuse, Montezuma, Lyons, Palmyra, Rochester or Buf* 
falo, and to no other of tile collectors upon the canals. 

27. Every collector to whom any such certificate shall be deli^ 
' vered by the master or owner of any boat, shall give to such mas^ 

ter or owner an acknowledgment of the receipt thereof, in writ- 
ing, signed by such collector, and stating the name of the collect 
tor's office to which such certificate shows that the statements of 
passengers for the said boat are to be made, and shall forthwith 
transmit to the comptroller the certificate so delivered to him. 

28. All boats refusing or neglecting to file such certificate, or to 
commute for the tolls upon passengers to be transportea thereon, 
within the time above prescribed, or upon demanding its first clear- 
ance upon any of the canals after the first day of May in each year, 
shall pay tolls upon passengers, pursuant to the directions of th» 
147th section of the canal law. 

29. The Comptroller shall, at his discretion, and upon the ap- 
plicatioD of the master or owner of any boat, permit such master 

' or owner to change the collector's office at which the statements 
of passengers for his boat are to be made, as designated in the certi- 
ficate of the said master or owner, either to any other of the col- 
lector's offices named in the 26th regulation^ or to any other col- 
lector's office upon the canals. 

SO. Whenever any bill of lading shall be presented to either of 
the collectors of canal tolls, at Salina, Syracuse, Montezuma or 
Oswego, for the purpose of obtaining a clearance for the property 
mentioned in such bill of lading, and any part of the property shau 
consist of salt in barrels or casks, the collector shall require that 
the manufacturer's brand, as marked upon the said barrels or 
casks, shall be correctly and truly set down and specified in the 
said bill of lading ; and he shall transcribe into his certificate book, 
and insert upon the clearance' of any such salt, the mark or brand 
of the manufacturer, as given in the bill of lading so presented, 

31. Any person who shall present any such bill of lading, with 
the manufacturer's mark or brand to any salt mentioned therein, 
untruly specified and set down, shall for every such offence be lia^ 
ble to all the penalties imposed by the law upon persons present- 
ing false bills of lading of property to be cleared for transportation 
upon the canals. 
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32. If any person in deliyering to any collector the certificate 
of election or agreement, required by the ^t or second of the re- 
gulations of the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, shall delirer a 
certificate containing any false statement in relation to the boat or 
boats, or line of boats named therein, or which shall not contain the 
full roistered names of all the boats belonging to the line named 
in sucn certificate, or which shall contain the name of a boat be- 
longing to or to run in a line of freight boats, without stating that 
fact, shall for every such offence forieit dhd pay a penalty of twen« 
.ty-five dollars. 

S3. Erery collector, when he shall consider it expedient so to 
do, may examine upon oath any person offering any consent or 
agreement, such as is required by the first and second regulations 
of the Commissioners of the Can^J Fund, touching the boat or boats 
named in such consent and agreement, and touching any line of 
boats named therein, and for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
]any or all of the boats named in the said consent and agreement 
belong i^t are to run in any line of freight boats, and if so, whether 
the consent and agreement offered contains the names of all the 
boats belonging to such line. 

# 34. The permit which shall be given by the collector at Havanna 
on the Chemung canal, or by the collector at Dresden, on the 
Crooked lake canal, pursuant to section 129, article 7th, chapter 
9 and title 9 of the first part of the Revised Statutes, shall contain 
a statement of the amount of toll which shall be received by the 
collector, who shall give said permit to the owner, master, or na-^ 
vigator of any float to whom a permit shall be given. It shall be 
the duty of every such owner, master or navigator, on the Che- 
mung canal, to deposit said permit with the collector at Geneva, or 
at the Horse Heads, who shall enter on his monthly roll the amount 
of toll received by the collector at Havanna. And it shall be the 
duty of every owner, master or navigator, on the Crooked lake 
canal to deposit with or transmit said permit to the collector at 
Geneva, who shall enter on his roll the amount of toll received by 
the collector at Dresden. And it shall be the duty of the collect- 
ors at Havanna and at Dresden, as soon as may be, to transmit 
by mail, or in some other safe manner, to the collector at Geneva 
a duplicate of every permit which may be granted as aforesaid*

Jlt a meeting of the Commissioners of the Canal Fund, at the Comf* 
trolleys Office, on the Ibth day of March, 1833, the folhunmg 
proceedings were had in relation to the designation of persons to 
prosecute suits for the recovery of penalties and forfeitures tm- 
posed by the Canal Law, by the Emulations of the Canal Com* 
missionerSj and by the Rules and Regulations of the Canal 
Board, viz : 

Authority to Collectors to sue for penalties. 

Resolved^ That each collector of tolls upon any of the canals of 
the State, be, and each of the said collectors is hereby aolfebrised, 

fursuant to section 188 of the canal law, to sue in the name of the 
eople of this State, for any penalty incurred by the violation of 
any or either of the sections of the said canal law hereafter enu- 
merated, to wit: sections 119, 123, 124, 125, 130, 143, 147, 152, 
160, 161, 162, 163, 164, 179, ISO, 181; and also for any penalty 
incurred by the violation of any or either of the following regula- 
tions of the Canal Commissioners, *^ relative to the navigation and 
management of the canals,'' adopted on the 15th day of March, 
1833, to wit: Regulations No. 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 15, 16, 
17, 18, 19, 20 ; and also for any penalty incurred by a violation of 
iny or either ot the following rules and regulations of the Canal 
Board ^^ relative to the weighing and inspecting of boats and thdr 
cargoes, &c." adopted on ttie 15th day of March, 1833, to wit: 
Rules and Regulations, No. 2, 9, 31, 32, whenever any such col- 
lector shall know from his own observation, or shall have good 
cause to believe that any of the said penalties have been incurred. 

Authority to Superintendents to sue for penalties. 

Resolved^ That each superintendent upon any of the canals of 
the State be, and each of the said superintendents is hereby au- 
thorised, pursuant to section 188 of the canal law, to sue in the 
name of the People of this State, for any penalty incurred by the 
violation of any or either of the following sections of the said canal 
law hereaiter enumerated, to wit : Sections 152, 153, 154, 155, 
156, 157, 158, 159, 160, 161, 162, 163, 164, 175, 176, 178, 179, 180, 
181, 182; and also for any penalty incurred by the violation of 
any or either of the following regulations of the Canal Conunis- 
sioners <^ relative to the navigation and management of the canals," 
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adopted on the 15th day of March, 1833, to wit: Regulations 
No. 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 10, 1 1, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 : 
whenever any such superintendent shall know from his own ob- 
servation, or shall have good cause to believe that any of the said 
penalties have been incurred. 

Authority to Lock-Tenders to sue for penalties, 

Resohed^ That every lock-tender u^on any of the canals of the 
State, be, and every such lock-tender is hereby authorised, pursu- 
ant to section 188 of the canal law, to sue in the name of the Peo- 
ple of this State, for any penalty incurred by a violation of any or 
either of the following sections of the said canal law hereafter enu- 
merated, to wit: Sections 157, 158, 159, 160, 161, 162, 179, 180, 
.182 : and also for any penalty incurred by any violation of any or 
either of the following regulations of the Canal Commissioners, 
'^ relative to the navigation and management of the canals," adopt- 
ed 15th March, 1833, to wit : Regulations No. 2, 3, 6, 13, 14, 15, 
17, 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 : whenever any such lock-tender shall 
know #bm his own observation, or shall have good cause to be- 
lieve that any of the said penalties have been incurred. 

Authority to Weigh-Masters to sue for penalties. 

Resolvedj That each weigh-master upon any of the canals of the 
State, be, and every such weigh-master is hereby authorised, pur- 
suant to section 188 of the canal law, to sue in the name of the 
People of this State, for any penalty incurred by a violation of 
regulation No. 9, of the Canal Commissioners, ^^ relative to the 
navigation and management of the canals," adopted on the 15th 
March, 1833 ; and also for any violation of any or either of the 
following regulations of the Canal Board," relative to the weigh- 
ing and mspecting of boats and their cargoes, &c." adopted on the 
15th March, 1833, to wit : Regulations No. 2, 18, 19, 20, when- 
ever any such weigh-master shall know from his own observation, 
or shall have good cause to believe that any of the said penalties 
have been incurred.
